Man broke into 
Svrong house’ 
and beat up an 
innocent victim

THE home of a 
“decent couple” was 
violated when a man 
burst in and carried 
out a vicious, sus¬ 
tained attack on one 
of them. 

But Cardiff Crown 
Court heard that Daniel 
Shore (28) had gone to 
the wrong house and had 
attacked the wrong man. 

Shore of Park Street, 
Kenfig Hill, was jailed for 
two years after he admit¬ 
ted causing Carl Thomas 
actual bodily harm and 
causing criminal damage. 

Judge Christopher 
Llewellyn-Jones said the 


family had been in the pri¬ 
vacy of their own home 
when he smashed his way 
in. 

“You decided to take 
the law into your own 
hands and beat up an 
entirely innocent person. 

“I can’t think of any¬ 
thing worse than having 
your home invaded by a 
violent man in this way. It 
was a terrifying invasion 
of someone’s home.” 

Prosecutor Nuhu Gobir 
said that at about 5pm on 
December 16, Mr 
Thomas was at his home 


in Heol Castell, Cefn 
Cribwr, with his fiancee. 

“He heard a loud bang 
and the sound of breaking 
glass. The front door 
opened and Shore ran in 
swinging punches at 
him.” 

He said he was repeat¬ 
edly struck to the face and 
was kicked repeatedly, as 
Shore called out a name 
of someone who lived 
elsewhere. But, said Mr 
Gohir, it was a case of 
mistaken identity. 

Mr Thomas’ fiancee 
came into the room and 
said “What the **** is 
happening?” Mr Thomas 
repeatedly said “I am not 
that person” and Shore 
then apologised and left 
with a second man who 
appeared on the scene. 

Mr Thomas was treat¬ 
ed at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital for 
swellings and a cut lip. 

The front door was 
found to be smashed in 
and when the police went 
there, Mr Thomas’ 
fiancee. Gemma Davies, 
was in hysterics. 

She said their home 
had been “violated” and 
she feared that if she 
made a statement to the 
police there would be the 
possibility of revenge. 

The court heard that 
she said: “This should not 
happen to decent people.” 

Shore was said to have 
a previous conviction for 
causing actual bodily 
harm. 

His barrister David 
Webster, said: “On any 
view, this was an unpro¬ 
voked, unjustified attack. 
He had gone there to 
recover an expensive 
cycle which had been 
stolen. 

“It was not a lengthy 
attack,. He is a young 
man from a loving and 
caring family who has 
lost his way.” 

On one occasion, said 
Mr Webster, he went 
missing and people feared 
he would take his life. 

“What he did that night 
was to make a tragic mis¬ 
take.”

Railway stations 
help to make 
parking easier 



EXTENDED park 
and ride facilities 
are now in opera¬ 
tion at Pencoed and 
Sarn railway sta¬ 
tions. 

As well as the new 56- 
space park and ride facil¬ 
ity recently opened at 
Pencoed Railway 

Station, the car park at 
Sarn has also been 
extended to create 33 
dedicated spaces for driv¬ 
ers who want to use local 
rail links. 

The facilities have 
been developed by 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council 

(BCBC) with the support 
of South East Wales 
Regional Consortia 
(Sewta). European and 
Welsh Government fund¬ 
ing has helped to pay for 
the project. 

They aim to stop ad 
hoc parking near the sta¬ 
tions and encourage the 
use of rail links. 

Coun Mel Nott, 
Leader of BCBC, said: 
“The new Sam Park and 
Ride demonstrates the 
council’s ongoing com¬ 
mitment to public and 
sustainable transport and 
follows the similar initia¬ 


tive recently introduced 
at Pencoed as part of the 
ongoing regeneration of 
the area. 

“As a former railway 
man myself, I feel espe¬ 
cially proud that the pro¬ 
motion of public trans¬ 
port features so promi¬ 
nently in our policy and 
long-term thinking and 
planning. I’m grateful for 
Sewta’s support and our 
European and Welsh 
Government funding, 
which help make projects 
such as this possiWe. 

Drivers will be able to 
access both park and 
rides between 7am and 
6pm. And although the 
inward gates close at 
6pm, traffic flow plates 
still allow drivers to exit 
the car park after that 
time. 

It means later train 
passengers can still drive 
from the car park after 
6pm, but the measures 
will prevent unsociable 
behaviour in the car 
parks after that time. 

Both park and rides 
have been developed by 
BCBC and are supported 
by Sewta with Welsh 
Government and 

European funding. 


Lifeguard club 
reveal beach plans 


PENYBONT Surf 
Life Saving Club 
has unveiled ambi¬ 
tious plans to devel¬ 
op community facil¬ 
ities at Ogmore-by- 
Sea. 

The club feels that the 
plan could ‘kill two 
birds with one stone’ 
because it has long been 
an issue in the village 
that there is no commu¬ 
nity hall. 

Nev White, the treas¬ 
urer of the club, told The 
GEM that if the plans 
came to fruition, a 
much-needed lifeguard 
club building could 
include a meeting room 
where local groups, and 
voluntary organisations 
could meet.

Nev White said: “The 


innovative building will 
sit discreetly at the 
beach and provide a 
comfortable and sustain¬ 
able environment for 
people to enjoy all year 
round. 

“We want the build¬ 
ing to contribute to the 
Heritage Coast in a posi¬ 
tive way, both aestheti¬ 
cally and functionally. 
Our aim is to see the 
centre benefit club mem¬ 
bers and local residents 
alike.” 

The club has started a 
consultation period, talk¬ 
ing to local residents and 
also the Vale Council. 
Last Saturday (July 16) 
they opened the doors of 
the existing clubhouse to 
show the draft plans of 
the building.

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MAN FLED SCENE 
WITHOUT A PENNY... 

‘Incompetent’ 
robber is jailed 
for 20 months 


A MAN who tried 
to rob a vulnerable 
taxi driver, fled 
from the scene 
without a penny, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

Leon Lear (29) could 
not have made matters 
easier for the police, 
after leaving behind on 
the back seat his wallet 
containing his details. 

Lear of Heol-yr- 
Ysgol, Tondu, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of 
attempted robbery and 
was jailed for 20 
months. 

Prosecutor John 
Probert said that the taxi 
driver Clifford Searle 
aged 62, picked up the 
defendant on April 15 to 
take him to the 
Bryntirion area. 

Lear had a hood over 
his head and had clearly 
been drinking. 

There was a conversa¬ 
tion about the destina¬ 
tion and in an isolated 
area near Roger’s Lane, 
Lear claimed he had just 
been released from 
Swansea prison. 

He directed the driver 
to stop in the area of a 
farm gate and said: 
“Give me the money or 
I’ll break you in half.” 

The driver refused

and said: “Why are you 
doing this to me?” and 
succeeded in radioing a 
colleague. 

At one point, the 
defendant pulled the 
handbrake and interfered 
with the steering wheel. 

He said: “Stop the car, 
you know what I’ve got 
here.” 

At that point he said: 
“I was only playing,” 
and got out and made 
off, leaving his wallet in 
the car. 

“Mr Searle was not 
able to finish his shift 
because he was so shak¬ 
en. He genuinely feared 
for his safety, and he is 
now considering 

whether to carry on with 
the job.” 

When arrested, Lear 
had no cash on him and 
there was none in the 
wallet, so he would not 
have been able to pay for 
the fare. 

He told the police he 
had been very drunk and 
had also taken Valium. 

He was said to have 
convictions for 30 
offences including theft, 
criminal damage, 
wounding and possess¬ 


ing class A drugs. 

His counsel Meirion 
Davies said he had never 
been to Swansea Prison 
until he was remanded 
after being arrested. 

“He has made no 
attempt to prevaricate as 
far as his guilty plea is 
concerned. 

“Most of his offend¬ 
ing has been petty and 
this incident is out of 
character. There was no 
injury and no theft. 

“I have to concede 
there was a very high 
level of incompetence 
and he is at a loss to 
explain why he did it. He 
made things very easy 
for the police and it 
shows just how inebriat¬ 
ed he was.” 

Judge Philip Richards 
said: “This was a vulner¬ 
able taxi driver carrying 
out a public service.” 

The judge added: “I 
regard this as a serious 
offence. There are many 
aggravating features, 
including the nature of 
the violence when you 
threatened the hapless 
Mr Searle. 

“It took place in an 
isolated area late at 
night. 

“He says you fright¬ 
ened the life out of him 
and you suggested you 
were armed.” 


Fight outside pub led 
to 12-month sentence 
for Brynna man (19)

EXTENSIVE pub- 
lie disorder took 
place when a melee 
broke out outside a 
Bridgend club, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

One of those involved, 
Daniel Burton, (19) of 
Hawthorn Park, Brynna, 
admitted a charge of 
using threatening words 
and behaviour. 

He also admitted 
being in breach of a sus¬ 
pended sentence for 
causing actual bodily 
harm. 

He was sentenced to 


one year m a young 
offender institution. 

Recorder Huw Rees 
said: “The incident out¬ 
side the club was dis¬ 
graceful. It seems that 
you were anxious to 
develop a reputation for 
yourself, and your 
predicament is of your 
own making.” 

Prosecutor John 
Warren said the melee 
occurred outside the 
Roof Club at Bridgend at 
about 3.10am on June 10. 

A group of 25 ‘specta¬ 
tors’ were present and 


Burton and another man 
were seen taking their 
tops off. Burton was seen 
throwing a punch as peo¬ 
ple tried to break up the 
incident. 

At one point. Burton 
went to the ground and 
was punched and kicked. 

When arrested, he said 
he had been drinking and 
had got into an argument. 

The offence of actual 
bodily harm, said Mr 
Warren, involved Burton 
striking a teenager in 
Llanharan Rugby Club, 
causing him to suffer an 
injury which needed 
seven stitches. 

A friend had confront¬ 
ed Burton, who then 
assaulted him, causing a 
cut which needed four 
stitches. 

Mike Hammett 
defending, said: “The 
court has no choice but to 
consider prison. He has 
had difficulties with peo¬ 
ple in the nightclub and 
more trouble outside. 

“Clearly he had drunk 
to excess and was too 
free with his fists.” 

Mr Hammett said that 
two years ago. Burton 
had apprehended a man 
in Cardiff when he saw 
him breaking into a car.

health unit opens 
in Princess of 
Wales Hospital 


A NEW £15m pur¬ 
pose-built mental 
health unit for 
young people at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital, Bridgend, 
is now open and 
providing spe¬ 
cialised care and 
support in a safe, 
modern environ¬ 
ment. 

At the end of 2008, 
Child and Adolescent 
Mental health Services 
(CAMHS) moved from 
their base at Whitchurch 
Hospital, Cardiff, to a 
temporary unit at 
Glanrhyd Hospital, 
Bridgend. 

A spokeswoman said: 


“Although not perfect, 
the temporary unit, a 
refurbished forensic unit, 
was a considerable 
improvement. 

“Now, the young 
patients of CAMHS have 
moved into their very 
own unit, Ty Llidiard, at 
the Princess of Wales 
Hospital, Bridgend.” 

Ty Llidiard is now 
new home to 19 young 
men and women aged 
12-18 years, suffering 
from a variety of mental 
health problems. 

Although the construc¬ 
tion project has been 
managed by ABM Health 
Board, the unit itself is 
run by Cwm Taf Health 
Board for patients from 
across south Wales.

‘Operation Radar’ 
targets youth 
problem in Maesteg 


OFFICERS from the Caerau 
and Maesteg Neighbourhood 
Policing teams are running 
joint operations with youth 
annoyance and underage 
drinking targeted as PACT 
priorities. 

A police spokesman said that 
reports have been received from 
members of the public that youths 
are drinking and causing annoyance 
in public areas. 

“During Operation Radar, offi¬ 
cers concentrated on areas identified 
as being vulnerable and hotspot 
locations which were identified 
through PACT process. They gath¬ 
ered intelligence regarding locations, 


times and movements of individuals 
believed to be involved in criminal 
or anti social activity and underage 
drinking,” he reported. 

“High visibility patrols were then 
held at these locations with stop 
searches and anti-social behaviour 
referrals submitted.” 

Large amounts of alcohol were 
confiscated from youths who were 
caught drinking. 

Inspector Ralph Harris of 
Maesteg Police Station commented: 
“Maesteg and Caerau neighbour¬ 
hood teams remain committed to 
targeting underage drinking and the 
associated youth annoyance and 
antisocial behaviour that it creates.”

THIS year’s sum¬ 
mer show by the 
Bridgend Youth 
Theatre (BYT) is 
the much-loved 
Rodgers and 
Hammerstein clas¬ 
sic, The King and /. 

Members of the cast 
have been rehearsing the 
show for months now, 
under the direction of 
the BYT supremo Roger 
Burnell, and this produc¬ 
tion promises to be a 
real spectacle, as it tells 
the story of an English 
schoolteacher at the 
court of the King of 
Siam. 

Packed with songs 
such as ‘Shall We 
Dance?’, ‘Getting to 
Know You’, and ‘Hello 
Young Lovers’, it tells 
the story of two love 
affairs, both stymied by 
the culture of the time. 

Scott Dale has 
embraced the role of the 
King, shaving his head 
Yul Brynner-style, with 
Mel Stevens (Mrs Lovett 
in last year’s production 
of Sweeney Todd) taking 
on the role of school¬ 
teacher Anna. 

The GEM sent a local 
journalism student, 
Siobhan Sullivan, to a 
cast rehearsal, and asked 
her to give readers an 
idea of what they can 
expect when the show 
takes to the stage. 

This is her report: 

The flash of the multi¬ 


coloured costumes and 
gold-clad cast, prancing 
before the stage, accom¬ 
panied by the boisterous 
and enthusiastic reading 
of lines by the lead roles 
and the murmur of 
encouragement and 
praise created a truly 
intoxicating atmosphere 
in the main hall of 
PorthcawTs Grand 
Pavilion. 

Sitting in on the 
rehearsals for Bridgend’s 
Youth Theatre’s produc¬ 
tion of Rodgers and 
Hammerstein’s The King 
and I, it was clear that 
the cast of 120 are 
enthusiastic and well 
versed in the history 
behind the play. 

As they posed for still 
shots with photogra¬ 
phers, I couldn’t help but 
notice the beautiful and 
authentic costumes. 

When speaking with 
the costume designer 
Kelly Ellis, I discovered 
that the various outfits 
have been sourced by 
the cast themselves from 
Islamic relief stores and 
those of the main roles 
(King Mongkut played 
by Scott Dale and Anna 
Leon Owens played by 
Mel Stevens) have been 
bought from the Royal 
Opera House. 

The play’s directors 
have chosen to keep the 
play as close to the orig¬ 
inal script as possible 
but with a close focus on 
design, so that the play’s 
visual and comedic 


aspects can breathe an 
air of life and fun into 
content that could have 
easily been dry. 

The cast also drew 
upon the way in which 
the directors Robert 
Burnell and Xenia 
Bryant’s opinions play 
off of each other in a 
way that has really made 
the play fun. 

It has drawn everyone 
together, and this could 
definitely be felt in the 
room through the buzz 
and excitement of this 
theatrical ‘family’. 

There are high hopes 
for the end result of the 
play that is currently in 
the process of fine tun¬ 
ing last details. 

Mel and Dale noted 
that the entire cast is 
enjoying the challenge 
of performing a play that 
contrasts with previous 
shows (such as the dark 
and grisly Sweeney 
Todd), while also 
remaining confident that 
every performer has 
been cast in roles well 
suited to stretching each 
individual's capabilities. 

All in all, the show is 
showing all the hall 
marks for a sell out per¬ 
formance that will be 
satisfying and enjoyable 
for both the audience 


and cast. 

Tickets are currently 
on sale in the pavilion 
box office, but hurry 
because they won’t hang 
around for long with the 
play boasting such talent 
and promise “etcetera, 
etcetera, etcetera!” 

The show runs for 
three nights, Wednesday, 
Thursday, Friday at 
7.30pm (July 27-29) 
with a matinee on the 
Friday (2pm).

Residents set up 
action group to 
oppose Llynfi 
power station 


AN action group 
has been set up by 
residents fighting 
plans to build a 25- 
Megawatt Biomass 
(wood burning) 
power station in the 
Llynfi Valley. 

Residents of 

Coytrahen, Tondu, 
Betws and Shwt attended 
a public meeting called 
by Llangynwyd Lower 
Community Council. 

A planning applica¬ 
tion has been lodged by 
Morgan Credit Energy 
Wales, which owns the 
site of the old Llynfi 
Power Station, to devel¬ 
op the new plant there. 

They intend to bring 
in the wood by rail and a 
letter was circulated at 
the meeting from 
Network Rail confirming 
that a feasibility study 
into using the main 
Bridgend to Maesteg 
railway line, which pass¬ 
es the power station, will 
be carried out. 

The wood is being 
imported from Latvia 
and would be loaded 
onto trains at Newport 
Docks. 

There were extensive 
railway sidings at the old 
coal-fired power station, 
which closed in 1977, 
but a new link to the 
main line may now be 
required. 

If the rail option 
proves viable, work 
would be carried out 
from June 2013 to 
January 2014 with rail 
traffic then commencing. 

It is anticipated that 
one train per weekday 
would bring in the wood 
and these would run at 
night after the last pas¬ 
senger train has complet¬ 
ed the journey down the 
single-track line from 
Maesteg. 

It is understood that 
the rail link would be 
completed before the 
new power station 
opened, but if the rail 
link is not available for 
the building stage of the 
power station, there 
would be an extra 52 lor¬ 
ries a day travelling to 
and from the site along 
the main Bridgend to 
Maesteg road. 

The application is cur¬ 
rently with Bridgend 
planners and is likely to 
be discussed at either the 
September or October 
meeting of the develop¬ 
ment control committee. 

Planning permission 
was granted in 2009 for a 
smaller biomass plant 
producing 10 megawatts 
of electricity. 

Residents at the meet¬ 
ing expressed concerns 
about a number of 
aspects, including pollu¬ 
tion or smoke from the 
station which could 
affect villagers in Shwt, 
which is the nearest set¬ 
tlement, but also Betws 
and Coytrahen. 

There were also fears 


about increased traffic 
along the main road 
through Tondu and 
Coytrahen as well as the 
noise of trains at night 
delivering wood to the 
station. 

The railway line pass¬ 
es from Bridgend 
through Wildmill, Sarn, 
Tondu and Coytrahen. 

One resident said that 
biomass was discredited 
around the world and 
there were reports that 
biomass stations cause 
more pollution than the 
old coal fired stations 
that are being phased 
out. 

Nobody from Morgan 
Credit or their environ¬ 
mental consultants were 
present at the meeting so 
a lot of questions from 
the floor remained unan¬ 
swered. 

Coun Mel Winter said 
that he could not answer 
any queries about the 
application and said that 
he was only there to lis¬ 
ten to people’s views 
before making up his 
mind about whether or 
not to oppose the appli¬ 
cation when it comes 
before councillors. 

Coun Judith Morgan 
raised the issue of water 
supply and said that a 
new water main would 
have to be laid through 
the valley if the scheme 
went ahead as there is no 
water on the site. 

She stated that the 
operators have been 
refused permission to 
abstract water from the 
river Llynfi, because it 
would be too warm when 
it was pumped back in 
and would upset the 
ecology of the river. 

The meeting decided 
to set up an action group 
which will go into the 
application in detail and 
will convene another 
public meeting to be 
attended by the appli¬ 
cants so that details of 
how the station will 
operate can be explained. 

The action group will 
then draw up submis¬ 
sions to go to BCBC 
planners. 

Speaking after the 


meeting. Regional AM 
Suzy Davies said that 
she shared residents’ 
concerns about possible 
pollution and noise 
issues. 

She said: “People 
must have the answers 
they need to these ques¬ 
tions which are of utmost 
importance to those liv¬ 
ing in close proximity to 
this proposed station. 

“The people of the 
south Wales valleys have 
put up with years of pol¬ 
lution from the mines, 
coal fired power stations 
and coking plants. 

“The decline of these 
industries has resulted in 
cleaner air and reduced 
pollution generally in the 
environment. 

“We cannot go back¬ 
wards and there have to 
be a lot of safeguards in 
place about how this sta¬ 
tion will operate before I 
would be willing to sup¬ 
port it.” 

Lellow regional AM 
Byron Davies, Shadow 
Minister for Transport at 
the Assembly, said that 
he supported attempts to 
take freight off the roads 
and onto the railways. 

“In principle, I wel¬ 
come moves to use the 
much more sustainable 
railway network to move 
freight around and the 
proposal to put the wood 
needed for this power 
station on to the rail is a 
good thing. 

“However, we do not 
want to be in a position 
where it is discovered 
after consent is granted 
that using rail is not 
viable and that the wood 
should come in by road. 

“The main road 
through Coytrahen 
already carries the large 
lorries travelling to and 
from the paper mills plus 
traffic heading to the 
remaining industrial 
units in Maesteg. 

“If consent is granted, 
it should be conditional 
upon the rail link being 
used and also subject to 
environmental safe¬ 
guards. Otherwise, the 
application should be 
refused,” he argued.

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Expansion of 
special forces 
promised as 
defence college 
is killed off 


VALE MP Alun 
Cairns has wel¬ 
comed news of an 
expansion of mili¬ 
tary operations at 
St Athan - although 
details are shroud¬ 
ed in secrecy. 

The news came out as 
part of a review of 
defence spending con¬ 
ducted by Defence 
Secretary Liam Fox MP, 
and Mr Cairns was 
understandably keen to 
look on the bright side, 
because Mr Fox’s 
announcement effective¬ 
ly killed off any chance 
of the Defence Technical 
College ever arriving - 
even in a reduced form. 

Mr Fox indicated that 
RAF Lyneham in 
Wiltshire was now the 
preferred location for 
technical training. 

Exact details of what 
is planned for St Athan 
are vague, because of 
security issues, but it is 
understood that around 
1,000 posts are involved. 

Again, figures on how 
many would ‘transfer in’ 
and how many would be 
created at St Athan are 
not available. 

It is thought that an 
existing Special Forces 
Support Group at the 
base will be expanded, 
and perhaps similar units 
may be posted to St

Athan in the future. 

Mr Cairns described 
the expansion as an 
exciting development 
that “changes the direc¬ 
tion of the base”. 

He said that in a pri¬ 
vate meeting, Liam Fox 
had explained the details 
around the proposals, 
which relate to the 
Special Forces Support 
Group based at the site. 

The Defence 

Secretary told Mr Cairns 
that the nature of the 
activities meant that 
only limited information 
could be shared publicly, 
although the outcome 
was “very positive for 
the community”. 

Alun Cairns said: 
“There will be a signifi¬ 
cant expansion on the 
site and it will become a 
centre of excellence for 
Special Forces Support.” 

Mr Cairns continued: 
“It is unfortunate that the 
nature of Special Forces 
means that only limited 
information is made 
public. 

“As a result, I am 
delighted that the 
Secretary of State has 
agreed to come to speak 
to community leaders to 
explain in more detail 
the expansion of opera¬ 


tions at the site.” 

Mr Cairns added, “St 
Athan will be seen in the 
same light as Hereford is 
to the SAS. 

It is reported that the 
Special Forces Support 
Group is a special opera¬ 
tions unit of the British 
Armed Forces and is the 
newest addition to the 
UK’s Special Forces. 

It works with the SAS 
and the SBS and could 
provide diversionary 
tactics or protective cor¬ 
dons on operations. 

Mr Cairns continued: 
“It is clear that the origi¬ 
nal plans for a single 
training college were 
simply unaffordable and 
the reduction in the 
armed forces could 
always question its long 
term viability. 

“There is an impor¬ 
tant, positive budgetary 
implication for St Athan, 
in that even within this 
financial climate the 
budget for Special 
Forces has been protect¬ 
ed and even enhanced in 
some areas. 

“This is great news 
and I am aware of signif¬ 
icant investment that has 
already taken place on 
the site. 

“Naturally, if anyone 
locally has any questions 
about this, I hope they 
will get in touch.” 


Local police point 
to improved crime 
figures in Bridgend 


THE latest Home 
Office crime figures 
show the streets of 
Bridgend and the 
Vale are staying 
safe, with a 6.4 per 
cent drop in crime 
across the region, 
says a police 
spokesman. 

Crime figures for the 
12-month period up to 
March 31, 2011 released 
by the Home Office last 
week, reveal there were 
1,035 fewer victims of 
crime in Central 
Division compared to 
the previous year. 

The spokesman said: 
“There have been 
notable reductions in 
key areas such as violent 
crime, car crime and 
burglary. 

“The biggest drop 
was in theft of motor 
vehicles, which fell by 
21.9 per cent or 96 fewer 
thefts. 

“The number of rob¬ 
beries has significantly 
dropped by 15.2 per 
cent, resulting in seven 
less incidents, while 
criminal damage has 


also reduced by 14.5 per 
cent, with 560 fewer 
offences. 

Superintendent Paul 
James of South Wales 
Police Central Division 
said: “Crime continues 
to fall across Bridgend 
and the Vale but this 
could not be achieved 
without the continued 
support of our communi¬ 
ties. 

“They play a major 
part in helping us to 
drive down crime by 
providing vital informa¬ 
tion to the police and 
standing up to be count¬ 
ed to bring offenders to 
justice. 

He added that the Vale 
and Bridgend County 
Borough Councils are 
essential partners and 
contributors to the con¬ 
tinued good news in 
Central Division. 

Supt James added: 
“The combined chal¬ 
lenge for us is to main¬ 
tain this performance but 
also to reassure the resi¬ 
dents of Bridgend and 
the Vale that they are liv¬ 
ing in safe communi¬ 
ties.” 

He continued: “Police 


officers and staff pre¬ 
dominantly live and 
work in their own com¬ 
munities and we are 
working with the local 
service boards to devel¬ 
op even closer levels of 
cooperation and team¬ 
work to maintain these 
improvements.”

He said that the Duchess of 
Cornwall was now a patron of 
the Physic Garden, and he was 
sure that when the Prince saw all 
the new work that had been done 
since his visit, he would be dou¬ 
bly impressed.

‘some big fish’. I’d only 
caught small fish before! 

“He gave me some 


traditional tips and 
advice while my dad had 
a break. 

“The man then asked 
me to look after his rod 
while he took a stroll 
around the lake.” 

No sooner had the 
man left, than Joe struck 
lucky by hooking the 
fish. 

“I fought the fish on 
my own for about 15 
minutes and then needed 
help to land it onto the 
bank. 

“It was a common 
carp weighing in at 
around 8-91bs - 
although I was told the 
scales weren’t accurate 
so it’s difficult to be cer¬ 
tain. 

“After the fish was 
weighed we put it back 
in the water.”

A ll good 

things must 
come to an 
end, whether it is 
Shane Williams’ 
international 
career, Cheryl 
Cole’s tenure on 
American X Factor 
or Ryan Giggs’ rep¬ 
utation as a family 
man. 

However, the hole 
left by Harry Potter on 
the cinematic landscape 
will certainly be a 
prominent one. 

Seven films with a 
global box office of 
$4.5billion is certainly 
nothing to be sniffed at, 
and the final part of the 
story seems certain to 
add to that. 

Part two of the final 
book. The Deathly 
Hallows, picks up 
where part one left off, 
with Harry (Daniel 
Radcliffe), Ron (Rupert 
Grint) and Hermione 
(Emma Watson) heading 
back to Hogwarts in 
order to try and thwart 
Voldermort’s (Ralph 
Fiennes) plans to bring 
a dark shadow across 
the world. 

As the stakes are 
raised like never before, 
will the three friends, 
and other members of 
Hogwarts, be able to 
stop the evil Voldermort 
once and for all... 

Ten years on from its 
auspicious debut, and 
the Harry Potter fran¬ 
chise has never show 
any signs of slowing 
down.

director, there is a pleas¬ 
ing sense of urgency 
about the film, the 
director obviously rel¬ 
ishing the opportunity to 
close the series in the 
right way possible. 

From the opening set- 
piece (a raid on 
Gringots bank) Yates 
executes the spectacle 
with flair and precision, 
delivering some won¬ 
derful action moments. 

When the films shifts 
into the siege at 
Hogwarts, as 
Voldermort and his 
army do battle with 
Harry and his makeshift 
group of students and 
parents, there is more 
than a hint of the 
grandiose action that 
Peter Jackson offered in 
the Lord of the Rings 
trilogy, Yates using the 
scope to full effect. 

The cast also bring 
their best for last, with 
Daniel Radcliffe giving 
Harry a little more 
depth this time around 
as the magnitude of 
events take hold, while 
Emma Watson and 
Rupert Grint are as 
bookishly likeable and 
amusing as they have 
always been. 

While some of the 
adult cast are reduced to 


being high-profile extras 
(Jim Broadbent, Julie 
Walters, Mark 
Williams), the likes of 
Maggie Smith and 
Ralph Fiennes deliver 
the goods, while Alan 
Rickman stands out as 
we learn the back story 
of Snape and the rea¬ 
sons for his actions. 

As ever, Steve 
Kloves adapts the book 
well, the story moving 
with verve, but as is 
always the case, there is 
plenty that goes unex¬ 
plained or passed over, 
lessening the dramatic 
effect. 

While this film, more 
than any of the others, 
raises the stakes, with 
the possibility of most 
of the cast being offed, 
any drama from these 
moments is reduced by 
all too often glossing 
over what has hap¬ 
pened. 

There are several 
deaths that will resonate 
with the audience, but 
Kloves’ screenplay is 
too busy to linger on the 
ramifications of them, 
instead moving on a lit¬ 
tle too swiftly, the cli¬ 
max in particular feeling 
terribly flat. 

While it isn’t the 
finest of the series (that 
honour going to ... 
Prisoner ofAzkaban), 

... The Deathly 
Hallows: Part 2 is still a 
grandiose and fitting 
way to end the films, 
and will no doubt please 
the hordes of fans 
savouring their final 
slice of the boy wizard. 

VERDICT - Farewell 
to Harry Potter, but it is 
a goodbye that will 
more than satisfy the 
muggles. The usual 
book-to-screen issues 
aside, the strong direc¬ 
tion of David Yates and 
pleasing turns across the 
board mean that . ..The 
Deathly Hallows: Part 2 
is a fitting farewell. 
Recommended.

£230 MILLION 
WATERFRONT 
SCHEME IS 
ON THE WAY... 

Vale project to start this year! 


I REPORT by TIM CHAPMAN | 


WORK on a mas¬ 
sive £230m redevel¬ 
opment of Barry’s 
dockland area 
could start later 
this year - after 
Vale councillors 
gave the scheme 
the green light at a 
recent meeting. 

Over the next 15 
years, the Waterfront 
will be transformed, and 
there will be a second 
road to Barry Island - 
subject to the Welsh 
Government deciding 
whether the route needs 
an environmental assess¬ 
ment first. 

Coun Tony Hampton 
told The GEM: “I am 
delighted that the 
scheme had full plan¬ 
ning support. 

“There are five phas¬ 
es which will be over 15 
years, and it will be a 
wonderful boost for the 
economy.” 

There will be 2,000 
houses, a junior school, 
a supermarket, restau¬ 
rants, cafes, leisure 
facilities and retail out¬ 
lets. 

Coun Hampton said 
that as the Vale educa¬ 
tion cabinet member, he 


had been particularly 
pleased that the plans 
delivered a larger loca¬ 
tion for the school in the 
West Pond area than had 
been previously been the 
case. 

“It will be over a 
much bigger site. 

Instead of the primary 
school being over one 
hectare, it will be over 
one and a half hectares.” 

Barry Waterfront 
Consortium spokesman, 
Richard Keogh, said that 
work could start in 
months. 

“As long as the full 
application for the link 
road is allowed to pro¬ 
ceed without a separate 
environmental impact 
assessment, the site 
preparation works could 
be under way before the 
end of the year.” 

He went on: “The 
consortium is pleased 
that the huge benefits of 
this important scheme, 
both for Barry and the 
wider region, have been 
recognised in the plan¬ 
ning committee’s unani¬ 
mous resolution to grant 
planning permission, 
subject to the signing of 


the Section 106 agree¬ 
ment. 

“The Quays, together 
with the proposed link 
road to Barry Island, is a 
large and complex 
regeneration project that 
has met significant chal¬ 
lenges along the way. 
The decision represents 
an important milestone.” 

He said that not only 
would there be signifi¬ 
cant improvements to 
the local infrastructure, 
such as pedestrian and 
cycle links, and public 
open spaces, there 
would new jobs and 
fresh opportunities for 
regeneration. 

He claimed: “It will 
send out a clear and pos¬ 
itive message to visitors, 
employers and potential 
investors who will be 
encouraged to come and 
take a closer look.” 

Mr Keogh did strike 
one note of caution, 
pointing out that there 
were challenges for the 
consortium in preparing 
land for the work. 

“The site does present 
significant construction 
challenges, including 
some major decontami¬ 


nation and flood preven¬ 
tion measures, which 
means that it could take 
up to two years to com¬ 
plete the full remedia¬ 
tion works. 

“However, these 
works would also be 
‘phased’ which would 
mean that the first resi¬ 
dential and commercial 
buildings could be com¬ 
pleted by the end of 
2013.” 

Last week. The GEM 
reported on a call from 
Pride in Barry’s chair¬ 
man, Paul Haley, for a 
marina to be built at the 
Waterfront too. 

He said it would 
boost the town ’5 image 
and generate inward 
investment. Both the 
Vale Council and the 
consortium reacted posi¬ 
tively to the suggestion. 

Coun Hampton said 
this week that he would 
welcome a marina. 

He stressed that the 
challenge for the multi¬ 
million pound scheme 
would be the construc¬ 
tion of locks dealing 
with the world’s second 
highest tide - a project 
that would require an 
in- depth technical 
examination and a lot of 
engineering detail.

Importance of returning 
Homes4U questionaire 


THE Vale Council is 
to add clarification to 
its advertisements 
after a GEM reader 
pointed out that peo¬ 
ple might be con¬ 
fused about the pre¬ 
cise involvement of 
Homes4U in council 
housing matters. 

The issue came to light 
when Homes4U issued a 
customer satisfaction 
questionaire in late June 
which warned: “If you do 
not return the form to us by 
this time (ie. within four 
weeks) we will assume 
you no longer wish to be 
considered for rehousing.” 

The survey sought 


information from people 
who wanted to be 
rehoused as to their opin¬ 
ions of how the Homes4U 
scheme was working. 

A GEM reader pointed 
out that because the domi¬ 
nant logo on the question¬ 
aire was Homes4U, people 
might think it was junk 
mail and bin it, not realis¬ 
ing they could be taken off 
the Vale’s housing list! 

Mike Ingram, the opera¬ 
tional manager for public 
housing services at the 
Vale Council, said: “The 
council routinely screens 
its applicant list and we 
have used this process for 
a number of years. 

“The questionnaire is 
attached to a formal letter 


from the partnership 
explaining the importance 
and process. 

“This has not been an 
issue in previous years and 
we have had very few 
appeals against removal 
citing this reason.” 

Mr Ingram explained: 
“The Homes4U scheme is 
a partnership of social 
landlords administered 
through the council and 
the logo is designed to 
reflect this. 

“However, I have sug¬ 
gested that we add a line or 
two of explanation to our 
normal fortnightly 

Homes4U advertisement.” 

The survey forms 
should be returned by the 
end of this month.

Should graves be 
county treasures? 


I AM writing in 
response to the 
letter that 
appeared in your 
July 14 edition 
from Coun Gordon 
Kemp, Leader of 
the Vale Council. 

The Town Council is 
honoured that Captain 
Cecil Loster is buried in 
our Merthyr Dyfan 
Cemetery, along with 
other notable Merchant 
Seamen, such as 
Captains Durant, 
Mordecai and Murrel, 
whose equally heroic 
actions also received for¬ 
mal recognition. 

Captain Murrel was 
on board the Trelawney 
with Captain Cecil 
Loster when the vessel 
came under attack and 
was sunk. 

I feel I should explain 
to your readers that the 
Town Council’s planning 
committee was asked by 
the Vale Council for 
their views on the inclu¬ 


sion of the chapel and 
drinking fountain at 
Merthyr Dyfan 
Cemetery within the 
revised County 
Treasures List, as locally 
important buildings, 
along with the grave of 
Captain Cecil Loster. 

The committee, which 
strives to consider all 
planning and related 
issues on their merits, 
and comprises represen¬ 
tatives from all three 
political parties, was 
unanimous in responding 
that, although Barry 
Town Council whole¬ 
heartedly supported the 
inclusion of the chapel 
and drinking fountain 
within the revised uni¬ 
fied list of historic built 
assets, it would object to 
the inclusion of the 
grave of Captain Loster 
on the grounds that:

sion, the happy couple 
had spent weeks 
rehearsing the final 
dance scene from the 
film Dirty Dancing, and 
the video was posted on 
line and became an 
internet sensation. 

There has been a last¬ 
ing spin-off, as Sir 
Brooke Boothby of 
Fonmon Castle 
explained. He said: 
“That video is now 
approaching nine mil¬ 
lion hits, which is 
amazing. 

“As Fonmon Castle 
was mentioned in the 
video, I am sure that 
must be one reason that 
we are holding wed¬ 
dings involving couples 
from around the world.” 

Although he empha¬ 
sised that the majority

He added that the 
internet video helped in 
attracting initial 
enquiries, but clinching 
the deal depended on 
the venue’s reputation 
for reliability, helpful¬ 
ness and flexibility. 

In fact, Fonmon 
recently hosted a full 
Muslim wedding, where 
the traditions are very 
different, but the staff at 
the venue had coped 
with all the require¬ 
ments in their stride. 

It has also led to 
some unusual conse¬ 


quences. For instance. 
Sir Brooke has had to 
put up a second flag¬ 
pole! 

He explained: “This 
came about when we 
hosted a Chinese wed¬ 
ding.

Adders in local 
held spell real 

danger - says dog lover 


A PET lover has 
issued an urgent 
warning to people in 
the Vale to beware 
of snakes in a local 
field, after his dog 
was bitten and suf¬ 
fered days of pain. 

Michael Dowdall, of 
Fontygary Road told The 
GEM that he likes to give 
his dogs Molly and Suzy 
a run in the field next to 
Fontygary Caravan Park, 
which people are drawn 
to because of the magnif¬ 
icent views across the 
Bristol Channel. 

But on July 13, Molly 
was the victim of a snake 
attack. 

Michael explained: 
“On the Wednesday 
morning I came through 
the field with the two 
dogs and reached the 
path. 

“Suddenly Molly 
started struggling and her 
right back leg became 
paralysed.” 

Michael and the two 
dogs managed to get 
home, but he was aware 
that something serious 
had happened. 

“An examination of 
her belly and groin area 
showed redness and 
swelling.” 

He took Molly, a 14 
month old cocker 
spaniel, to Pethertons, 
the vets in Barry. 

“She was distressed 
and in pain, breathing 
quickly and crying a lot.” 

A treatment pro¬ 
gramme of fluids through 
the body, steroids, and 
anti-biotics was pre¬ 
scribed. 

No vet in Cardiff had 
anti-venom, and it was 
deemed unsafe to take 
Molly to Swansea where 
the treatment was avail¬ 
able due to her perilous 
condition. 

She was looked after 
overnight at Valley Vets 
in Merthyr Road, 
Whitchurch, and put on 
an intravenous drip. 

“They shaved her leg 
and discovered two fangs 
marks - earlier only one 
had been found.” 

Gwynneth, Michael’s 
wife, feared the worst. 

“She fought and

fought for her life. Her 
foot swelled up to twice 
its normal size.” 

But Molly battled 
through and although on 
Friday she was still 
bleeding due to the punc¬ 
ture marks, there were 
signs of an improvement. 

Michael pointed out 
that although there were 
signs warning of snakes 
on coalboard land near 
Aberthaw Power Station, 
there were no signs in the 
fields next to the caravan 
park. 

Michael said: “This is 
a well known dog walk¬ 
ing area and I want peo¬ 
ple to be aware of the 
dangers. 

“I saw a chap with two 
children in the field. 
Obviously he was oblivi¬ 
ous to the risks. 

“I won’t be going 
there in the summer any¬ 
more. In the winter it 
should be safe because 
the adders will be hiber¬ 
nating. 

“They tend to come 
out when it’s warm 
because they get energy 
from the sun. 

“At the very least I’d 


tell people to stay to the 
paths worn in the field. 

“Our neighbour has 
since told us that the pre¬ 
vious owner of our house 
had a dog that was bitten 
and died by the time it 
had made it back to the 
bridge.” 

Michael wonders 
whether the adder that 
struck out at Molly had 
become agitated because 
the fields had been cut 
the previous day. 

So far the treatment 
for Molly has cost £800, 
but Michael and 
Gwynneth are huge dog 
lovers and were more 
than happy to pay the 
costs. In due course, they 
should be able to recoup 
the outlay because of an 
insurance policy they 
took out a number of 
years ago.O 

Molly has how recov¬ 
ered to the point where 
she is able to play tenta¬ 
tively with Suzy, her 
West Highland terrier 
companion, although she 
tends to hop around on 
three legs rather than run 
around on four!

They were driven in 
ceremonial style to 
Harlech Flight, where 
colleagues, family, and 
friends were waiting for 
them. On arrival, they 


were met by Royal Air 
Force Officers from No 4 
SofTT. 

As they lined the path 
to the building, Mrs 
Younghusband was intro¬ 
duced to each of them 
and it was clear that she 
was enjoying her 
impromptu ‘inspection of 
the troops’. 

She was particularly 
keen to meet Flight 
Lieutenant Maxine 
Antoniou, with whom 
she bonded immediately 
on hearing that she had a 
background as an Air 
Traffic Controller, and 
she was heard to say 
“How lovely, you’re one 
of us”. 

The morning contin¬ 
ued with the presentation 
of birthday cakes and 
Mrs Younghusband had 
brought Wg Cdr Jones a 
copy of her new book as 
a gift for his birthday. 
Wg Cdr Jones also had a 
gift for Mrs 
Younghusband to mark 
her 90th birthday and, 
after making the enquiry 
“Can I open it now?” a 
thrilled Mrs 

Younghusband opened 
the wrapped box which 
revealed a specially 
minted coin commemo¬ 
rating the 90th 
Anniversary of the Royal 
Air Force. 

Over cups of tea and, 
of course, slices of cake, 
Mrs Younghusband 
shared some of her expe¬ 


riences of what life was 
like for her as a 19-year- 
old WAAF during World 
War Two and why, at 90 
years young, she had 
written her latest book. 

She told them: “It’s 
not that I did anything 
special. I just happen to 
still remember and am 
still able to talk. I just 
want the work of the fil¬ 
ter room to be recog¬ 
nised. 

“It seldom gets a men¬ 
tion and the people work¬ 
ing there were predomi¬ 
nantly women and I have 
written the book, while I 
can, to ensure that their 
work is not forgotten.” 

During her time work¬ 
ing in the filter rooms, 
Mrs Younghusband 
worked alongside some 
well known faces of the 
day including, Zoe John, 
daughter of Welsh 
painter Augustus John, 
and actor Rex Harrison, 
who was an air raid offi¬ 
cer in Bath. 

She was also on shift 
when the plane carrying 
Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill returned from 
the USA following 


Churchill’s meeting with 
President Roosevelt, and 
the pilot had forgotten to 
activate the signal to 
indicate that they were 
friendly aircraft. 

Remembering the 
event, she said: “Sensing 
something was up, but it 
was unlikely to be enemy 
aircraft, I plotted the 
plane as unknown just as 
the pilot remembered to 
switch on the signal that 
identified them.” 

It was an example of 
how the filter room infor¬ 
mation could mean life 
or death to aircraft in the 
sky over war time 
Britain. 

Wg Cdr Jones con¬ 
cluded: “Eileen is a truly 
remarkable woman, an 
inspiration of everyone 
she meets. 

“She has a gift in 
being able to not only to 
recount events with such 
clarity but also has the 
ability to engage with 
every generation, at 
every level, to ensure that 
people understand the 
behind the scenes work 
of the filter room person¬ 
nel.”
